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REMARKS 

Introduction 

Claims 1-39 and 48-49 are allowed. Applicant notes with appreciation the Examiner's 
indication that claims 40 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 1-40 and 48-49 are pending in the 
application. Claim 40 has been amended and claims 41-47 have been cancelled by this 
amendment. No new matter is being presented. In view of the following remarks, 
reconsideration and allowance of all the pending claims are requested. 

Refection under 35 USC S101 

Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. Accordingly, claim 40 has been amended to recite a computer- 
readable receding medium on which computer instructions are encoded. Claim 40 now recites 
patentable subject matter. 

Rejection under 35 USC SI 02 

Claims 41- 47 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,587, 11 5 to Gona et al. (hereinafter " Gong "). Claims 41-47 have been cancelled by 
this amendment, thereby obviating the rejections. The cancellation of claims 41-47 are made in 
the interest of expediting a favorable conclusion to the prosecution of the subject patent 
application, and without addressing the merits of Gong as prior art with regard to the subject 
claims.
